| 2 . Independent claim 1 

The subject matter of claim 1 meets the PCT 
requirements for novelty and inventive step (PCT 
Article 33 (2) and. (3) ) . 

Dl shows the features of the preamble of claim 1 
(cf. column 3, lines 10-40, and figures 1-3). The 
joint displacement of stowage compartment and impact 
lid by the same drive device indicated in the 
characterizing part of the claim is not known from 
the available prior art. D2 discloses a knee- 
restraining device arranged in a front face of a 
FormPCT/IPEA/409 (BoxV) (January 1994) 
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glove compartment (cf. column 2, line 57 to column 
3, line 7) . D3-D5 describe an extendable impact 
plate without reference to a stowage compartment. 

3 . Dependent claims 

Dependent claims 2-16 pertain to embodiments and 
developments of the invention. Since they are back- 
referred, they likewise meet the PCT requirements 
for novelty and inventive step. 

A. Industrial applicability 

The subject matter of claims 1-16 appears to meet 
the requirements of PCT Article 33(4) because it can 
be used at least in the automotive industry. 

5 . Observations 

Placing a term between parentheses in claim 1 may 
lead to lack of clarity (PCT Article 6) . 
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
